Comment on Battle 


PARIS, Aug. 30.—"The Germans are 


no more at Noyon,'' exclaim the news- 
papers in Paris in triumphant type this 
morning". 
Premier Clcrnenccau's fa- 


mous taunt to governments v.-hich held 
power before he came into control can- 
not now be used against him. 


While all are exultant and all be- 


lieve that the situation for the allies 
is more brilliant than ever, yet pre- 
vious experiences makes 
Frenchmen 


slow to shout victory. 
It is realized 


that, the Germans, although beaten, are 
still full of light, but they are un- 
doubtedly in an awkward predicament. 


Operations during- tho past week have 


left their front running north and

where they hope to spend the winter, 
keeping the allies on the barren deso- 
late ground to the west of that fa- 
inous position.

Proposed Draft Would Affect 


Between 2000 and 3000 


Local Greek Residents 


Word was received In Lowell today 


indicating- that in a short time between 
2000 and 3000 Greek men, who 
have 


heretofore escaped being- called in th-3 
draft because they were not citizens of 
the United States, in Lowell, may face 
the alternative of Joining- the 
Greek 


army and going- overseas to fight or, 
failing to do so, will be automatically 
drafted into the United States army. 


That the information on this subject 


received here is reliable, is indicated by 
the fact that Secretar3r of State Lansing 
sent a personal telegram to Congress- 
man Tag-ue of Charlestown, advising 
him that negotiations were in progress' 
at the present time between represen- 
tatives of the American government 
and representatives of the provisional 
Greek government, looking toward this 
arrangement being consummated by a 
signed agreement. 


A prominent Greek-speaking man of 


this city, when informed of the pro- 
posed now law by a Sun reporter this 
morning1, stated that In his opinion this 
would be one of the wisest pieces of leg- 
islation in a long time. Ho said he be- 
lieved if Greeks as well as other for- 
eigners are satisfied with the oppor- 
tunities this country affords them, they 
should bear their share of the burdens 
of the war. He stated thers are be- 
tween 12,000 and 13,000 Greek-speaking 
people in this city and of that number, 
about 10,000 are men.

Greece, which are between 21 and -33 
and that would mean that between 
2000 and 3000 men would be called 
to the colors from Lowell.

Fuel Administrator Garfield 


Makes Statement on Re- 


cent Request

Necessary Use of Automobile' 


Not to Be Interfered With' 
^-Up to the Public

"WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.— Prohibi- 


tion of the use o£ gasoline on Sun- 
days for motor vehicles and boats 
applies only to pleasure rifling. Fuel 
Administrator Garfleld announces. He 
said today that reasonable use of gas- 
oline driven vehicles 
for 
necessary 


purposes was not intended to be pro- 
hibited. 


"The request made by the fuel ad- 


ministration," said a statement issued 
by the administration, "that 
pleas- 


ure riding be discontinued on Sun- 
days for the present in 'order to con- 
serve our supply of gasoline for war 
needs was not intended to prohibit rea- 
sonable use of gasoline-driven vehicles 
as a means of necessary transporta- 
tion where no other means are avail- 
able. 


"Mr. Garfleld believes that the pub- 


lic will construe the request wisely 
and intelligently, and will not use 
automobiles for other than the most 
necessary purposes. 


"The 
intention ot the request is 


that all, mere pleasure riding be elim- 
inated but that necessary use of the 
automobile be not interfered with. 
"Just what is 'pleasure riding1 and 


wJUat is 'necessary use' must be de- 
termined by the individual; keeping 
in mind always that we must have 
additional reserves of gasoline so that 
there ma.- be no possibility of delays 
in overseas shipments. 


"The United States fuel administra- 


tion will not attempt to tabulate auto- 
mobile traffic on Sunday." 


While taxicabs were not mentioned 


In the statement it was, said in- 
formally the restrictions would not 
prevent taxi service 
for 
necessary 


purposes though there should be no 
hiring of cabs for pleasure riding. 


The use of pleasure automobiles on 


Labor day and other holidays does 
not come under the restrictions, in- 
quiries disclosed. 
Officials said, how- 


ever, persons desiring to use pleasure 
cars on Labor day should look into 
their own consciences to determine 
whether they should use gasoline on 
that day.

income tax rates, but the Question of 
rates on earned and unearned incomes 
has not yet been decided. 


Heavy taxes should be imposed on a 


few articles of widespread consumption. 
This was understood to refer to such 
articles as sugar and coffee. The bill 
does not provide them. 


Heavy taxes ought to.be imposed on 


a selected list og luxuries. So-called 
luxury taxes have been imposed in the 
bill.Heavy taxes also should be laid on a 
selected list 
of war 
extravagances. 


Some new levies answering this de- 
scription, such as those on articles of 
clothing costing more than 
specified 


amounts, have been established in the 
bill.

Prohibition Measure Making 


Country Dry After June 30 
Adopted by Senate 


Passage Expected Today, Af- 


ter Which it Goes to House 
—Amendments. Rejected .. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 
30.—National 


prohibition moved a considerable stop 
forward yesterday in congress. 


"Without a record vote being taken 


or requested, the senate late yesterday 
adopted the leaders' compromise of 
"bone dry" prohibition, effective July 
1, 1919, and continuing during the war 
and until 
the 
American 
troops are 


brought home and denfobilized. 


The compromise, an amendment by 


Senator Sheppard of Texas, prohibition 
leader, to the $11,000,000 emergency 
agricultural bill, is expected to remain 
in a measure 
under 
the 
harmony 


agreement 
of "wet" and "dry" 
fac- 


tions, although technically subject to 
another vote. Passage of the bill it- 
eelf is planned today and the measure 
will bo returned to the house which 
is expected by prohibition to accept 
the senate provision. 


Adoption of the compromise legisla- 


tion came after 
yesterday's 
debate, 


spirited between champions and oppo- 
nents of prohibition, but with many 
marks of lack of interest, including 
vacant seats both on the floor and in 
the galleries because the compromise 
was regarded as insuring approval by 
the senate. 


Senator Phelan of California made a 


vigorous fight for a longer lease of 
life for the wine and beer industries. 
He offered amendments making the ef- 
fective date for their prohibition June 
30, 1920, instead of a year previous as 
the amendment provides and also ap- 
plying the latter date to wines alone. 
Both were rejected overwhelmingly by 
viva voce votes and sufficient senators 
did not support Senator Phelan's re- 
quest for a roll call. Another Phelan 
amendment, drowned in 
a 
roar of 


"noes" would have extended the ef- 
fective date for wines six months long- 
er, or until Dec. 31, 1919. 


The text of the amendment follows: 
."That after June 30. 1919, until the 


conclusion of the present war ana 
thereafter until the termination of de- 
mobilization, the date of which shall 
be determined and proclaimed by the 
president of the United States, for the 
Purpose of conserving the man-power 
of the nation and to increase efficiency 
in the production of arms, munitions, 
ships, food and clothing for the army 
and navy, it shall be unlawful to sel! 
for beverage 
purposes any distilled 


spirits and during said time no dis- 
tilled spirits held in bond shall be re- 
moved therefrom for beverage purposes 
except for export. 


"After May I, 1919, until the con- 


clusion of the present war and there- 
after until the termination of demob- 
ilization, the date of which shall he 
determined and proclaimed by the pres- 
ident of the United States, no grains, 
cereals, fruit or other food products 
shall bo used in the manufacture or 
production of beor, wine or other In 
toxicatiiis malt or vinous liquor >m 
beverage purposes. 


"After June 30, 1919, until the con- 


clusion of the present war and there- 
after until the termination of demob- 
ilization, the date of which shall be 
determined and proclaimed 
by 
the 


president of the United States, no beer, 
wine or other 
intoxicating malt or 


vinous liquor shall be sold for bever- 
age purposes, except for export. The 
commissioner of internal revenue is 
hereby authorized and directed to pre- 
scribe rules and regulations, subject 
to the approval of the secretary of 
the treasury, in regard to the manu- 
facture and sale of distilled spirits and 
removal of distilled spirits held in bond 
after June 30, 1919, until this act shall 
cease to operate, for other than bev- 
erage purposes; also in regard to the 
manufacture, sale and distribution of 
wine for 
sacramental, 
medicinal or 


other beverage uses. 


"After the approval of this act no 


distilled malt, vinous or other intoxi- 
cating liquors shall be imported into 
the United States during the continu- 
ance of the present War and period or 
demobilization. 


"Any person who violates any of 


the foregoing provisions shall be pun- 
ished 'by imprisonment not exceeding 
one year or by a fine not exceeding

Intensive Round-Up of Illicit 


Distillers 
Completed

Government 


Five Outlaws and 2 Sheriffs 


Killed—480 Stills Seized— 


200 Moonshiners Arrested 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—The biggest 


intensive round-up of Illicit whiskey 
distillers ever undertaken by the gov- 
ernment has just been completed in 
southern mountain districts by revenue 
agents under tho direction of Internal 
Revenue Commissioner Daniel C. Ro- 
per. 


The activities of the agents resulted 


in the seizure of 486 stills, arrest of 
200 moonshiners, killing of five out- 
laws and two sheriffs and the wounding 
of a number of other government men 
and liftuor makers.

Germans will certainly do to the wom- 
en and children of Italy what they did 
to those of Belgium, "unless we lick 
the devil wherever we find him.1' 


He added: "Some of you fellows are 


going to help lick tha kaiser by joining 
the United States army. 
The rest of 


you must get onto some useful Job by 
which you can help to prevent Italy 
from starving." 


Dr. Rocco Brindisi, 
who 
presided, 


speaking in the Neapolitan dialect, re- 
marked that a lot of Italian working 
people in this country are looking for 
dollars. The Neapolitan word for dol- 
lars, "pcaza," also 
means "patches," 


such as are worn on the seat of a 
man's trousers. 


When Dr. Brindisi exclaimed; "If you 


let Germany win this war you"l have

audience shrieked with laughter and ap- 
plauded uproarously.

Throughout Washington and Oregon 
housands of families are making theii 
wn beer and ale, on trie kitchen range, 
aw or no law. 


Thousands of men and women v.-hr 
uring the days of unrestricted per- 
onal liberty thought of the ma-mifac 
ure of alcoholic liquors as some thin 
lystsrious have suddenly disco verd. 
ow simple it is to fill the foaming 
lass. 
In those homes—homes of all classes 


—the wife is the brewer and bartender 
and hubby is served over his own din- 
ing room table. 


Thus both prohibition edicts and 


bootleggers are being ignored with 
equal complacency. 


It's not legal, according- to the letter 


of the law. Not only must there be no 
liquor manufactured; there must be 
none in a person's possession. 


Technically, the home liquor manu- 


facturer is just as culpable as the 
"bootlegger," who transports alcohol to 
the arid population through the medium 
of a suit case. 


Bi:t nobody seems to be aggressively 


opposing those household breweries and 
wineries. It is a rather ticklish prob- 
lem, 
particularly where the wet and 


dry sentiment is about even. 


The out-and-out drys deem it wiser 


to ignore this phase of the law-break- 
ing, concentrating their crusade on the 
boot-legging, which, by the way, has 
been reduced noticeably where 
the 


home, vinters and beer-makers are al- 
lowed to go merrily on their way. 


These near-wets see no great harm 


in what they are doing. They, most of 
them, arc opposed to the open saloon 
and don't want to sea its return, but 
they regard it as an infringement on 
their personal liberties if anybody tries 
to go into their kitchens and tell them 
they shan't tinker with their hops and 
malt and grapes.

LONBON, Thursday, Aug. 29.—Sam- 


uel Gompere, president of the American 
Federation of Labor today visited hlB 
boyhood home where he was born 68 
years ago. It was an event of great 
Importance in the little section of East 
London, known as Splttleyate. He was 
accompanied on the Journey to Port 
street by several members of the Amer- 
ican labor mission. 


"The old street has 
not 
changed 


much," he said, as he stood in front 
of the house which had been hia home 
for many 
years. 
"That old public 


house on the corner looks exactly as it 
did when I used to listen to the crowd 
of old cigarmakers discussing politics 
in the evening when I was a mere slip 
of a boy." 


A woman of over 80 years, wearing 


a long gray shawl, hobbled up, .looked 
at the stranger a moment and then 
broke in: 


"I know you Sam Gompers," 
she 


said. 
"Manv<te the time I gave you a 


piece of my mind when you used to 
live there," pointing to the house where 
he was born. The old woman had not 
seen him since he left London as a 
youthful apprentice cigarmaker. He 
spent some minutes talking; over old 
times with her asking about \-arlous 
boyhood playmates most of whom have 
been dead long since. 


Mr. Gompers spent a very happy half 


hour in the midst of the crowd of men, 
women and children, many of them 
children and grandchildren and even 
great grandchildren of persons whom 
he remembered as neighbors of his fa- 
ther and mother. 


Mr. Gompers will go to the hospitals 


tomorrow to distribute cigars to 700 
Americans, sick or wounded, who re- 
cently have arrived in London from the 
western front.

All bakers' bread must contain 20 per 
cent, of other cereals, and 
the 
food 


administration relies upon the house- 
holders to mix at least 20 per cent, 
of the substitute cereals into wheat 
flour at home. 
Corn meal for use of 


corn bread should be purchased sepa- 
rately from combination salee, 


Must afcdntuin Old Price 


"Whole wheat, entire wheat or graham 


flour shall contain at least 95 percent, 
of the wheat berry. All Victory mixed 
flours containing SO per 
cent, 
wheat 


flour and 20 per cent, substitutes may 
be sold without substitutes, but at no 
greater price from the miller, 
whole- 


saler or retail dealer than in the case 
of standard wheat flour. 


The retail dealer

stock either barley flour, corn meal or

wheat flour must sell a combination of 
some one or more of these In the pro-

No 
dealer may force any other substitutes 
In combination upon the consumer, and 
these substitutes must conform, to the 
standards fixed by the United States 
food administration.

tetter Writing 


The actual period of the beginning 


of letter writing is like many others 
of the familiar things of today lost in 
the mists of time. Probably the earli- 
est historical records 
of 
epistolary 


achievements are found in the days of 
the Egyptians under the Pharaohs and 
of the Greeks, who wrote out their 
social or business communications on 
blocks of stone or wood. But for the 
first letter writer of distinction it Js 
necessary to turn to the Book of Kings, 
where, in chapter xxi, verses 5 to 10, 
we are told how Queen Jezebel, wife 
of Ahab, wishing to compass the death 
of Naboth, "wrote letters 
in 
Ahab's 


name and sealed them with his seal and 
sent the letters unto the elders and to 
the nobles that were in the city and 
that dwelt with Naboth," these1 digni- 
taries suggesting a plot which ended 
in the death of Naboth by stoning. 


While letter writing- in a somewhat 


crude and cumbrous form was prac- 
ticed among the ancient Greek writers, 
there are, strangely enough, no exist- 
ing examples of the epistolary corre- 
spondence of Socrates and Xenophon, 
of Plato and Pythagoras. But of the 
correspondence between 
Cicero, the 


sreatest-and perhaps the most attrac- 
tive of all letter writers, and his friend 
Atticus, there are SOO examples, all of 
which, in the purity and beauty of their 
original form or in the many transla- 
tions, may be read by any 
one who 


visits the New York library. The only 
other extant letters of the Roman pe- 
riod are those of Pliny and Seneca, all 
prolix, heavy and unutterably tedious. 


The earliest English letter of which 


there appears to be any historic evi- 
dence is the charming note written by 
Matilda, wife of Henry I, to Archbishop 
Anselm, in which she styles him har 
"worthily reverend lord," herself "the 
lowest of the handmaidens of his holi- 
ness." 


Four centuries later another notable 


letter was written 
by an 
English 


queen, the tender appeal 
of Anne 


Boleyn "from her doleful prison In the 
ower" to Henry VII.

tion. 


The art of letter writing is well* de- 


fined by James Howell. who held that a 
true familiar letter Is the art of ex- 
pressing one's mind as if ho were dis- 
coursing: of the .person to 
whom he 


writes In succinct and strict terms. 


The 18th century, which gave. Uttls 


that Is good or worthy, was at least 
remarkable in producing an aggrega- 
tion of great letter writers: Horace 
Walpole, foremost In felicity of expres- 
sion, heading an illustrious list which 
Includes Gray, the author of the Elegy; 
Cowper. Chesterfield, Dorothy Osborne, 
Lady Mary Wortley Montague, Lady 
Rachel Russell, Dr. Johnson, 
Richard 


Steele. Garrlck and Swift, whose letters 
to his wife, Stella, preserve a' stately 
old world charm unhappily impossible 
In these days. 


Other famous 18th century letters 


are those of Jane Austen, Hannah More, • 
Fanny Burney, Burns (always stilted 
and artificial, Laurence Sterne (weak 
and mawkish). Oliver Goldsmith and 
lastly William Cowper. 


Of the 19th century writers Charles 


Lamb, each letter carrying the peculiar 
charm of his touch, forthily holds first 
place in a long line including Dickens, 
Thackeray, Sidney Smith, Leigh Hunt, 
Macaulay, Washington Irving, Ralph 
Waldo Emerson, Thomas Carlyle, John 
Ruskin, Mrs. Carlyle-and Edward Fitz- 
gerald. 
. - 


France has in various periods given • 


us such masterpieces of correspondence 
as those of La Rochefoucauld. Mar- 
garet 
of 
Valois, Voltaire, -WTme. 
da 


Maintenon. ifme. du Deffand, Mme. da 
Sevigne, Mme. Roland, George Sand and 
Prosper Merimee, but Germany, rich as 
she is in literature, has given us but 
few men of distinction in 
this line- 


Schiller, Goethe and Huniboldt alona 
contribute everything worthy of histor- 
ical preservation.—Chicago Journal.

Rejoicing- — Paris Papers 
Comment on Battle 


PARIS, Aug. 30.—"The Germans are 


no more at Noyon," exclaim the news- 
papers in Paris in triumphant type this 
morning. 
Premier Clemenceau's' fa- 


mous taunt to governments wPi°h held 
power before he came into control can- 
not now be used against him, 


While all are exultant and all be- 


lieve that the situation for the allies 
is more brilliant than ever, yet pre- 
vious experiences makes 
Frenchmen 


slow to shout victory.

that the Germans, although beaten, are

doubtedly in an awkward predicament.

Plans to Draft French and 


Greeks in America 


Proposed Draft Would Affect 


Between 2000 and 3000 


Local Greek Residents 


Word was received in Lowell today 


indicating- that in a short time between 
2000 and 3000 Greek men, who have 
heretofore escaped being: called in tha 
draft because they were not citizens of 
the United States, in Lowell, may face 
the alternative of joining- the 
Greek 


army and going overseas to fight or, 
failing to do so, will be automatically 
drafted into the United States army. 


That the information on this subject 


received here is reliable, is Indicated by 
the fact that Secretary of State Lansing- 
sent a personal telegram to Congress- 
man Tague of Charlestown. advising 
him that negotiations were In progress 
at the present time between represen- 
tatives of the American government 
and representatives of the provisional 
Greek government, looking toward this 
arrangement being consummated by a 
signed agreement. 


A prominent Greek-speaking man of 


this city, when informed of the pro- 
posed new law by a Sun reporter this 
morning, stated that in his opinion thia 
would be one of the wisest pieces of leg- 
islation in a long time. He said he bs- 
lieved>Jf Greeks as well as other'for- 
elgners are satisfied with the oppor- 
tunities this country affords them, they 
should bear their share of the burdens 
of the war. 
Ho stated there are be- 


tween 12,000 and 13,000 Greek-speaking 
people in this city and of that number, 
about 10,000 are men. 


If the Greek speaking people of this 


country are drafted they will be taken 
according to 
the 
military 
ages in 


Greece, which are between 21 and 33 
and that would mean that between 
2000 and 
3000 men would be called 


to the colors from Lowell.

ured that there are about 300 men in 
the Greek colony, who are citizens of 
the United States and of course the 
new law would not affect them, as 
they are now liable to be drafted If 
within the draft age.

Fuel Administrator Garfield 


Makes Statement on Re- 


cent Request 


Necessary Use of Automobile 


Not to Be Interfered, With'

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.— Prohibi- 


tion of the use of gasoline on Sun- 
days for motor vehicles and boats 
applies only to pleasure riding, Fuel 
Administrator Garfield announces. He 
said today that reasonable use of gas- 
oline-driven vehicles 
for necessary 


purposes was not intended to be pro- 
hibited. 


"The request made by the fuel ad- 


ministration," said a statement, issued 
by the administration, "that 
pleas- . 


ure riding be discontinued on Sun- 
days for the present in order to con- 
serve our supply of gasoline lor war 
needs was not intended to prohibit rea- 
sonable use of (gasoline-driven vehicles 
as a means of necessary transporta- 
tion where no other means are avail- 
able. 


"Mr. Garfield believes that the pub- 


lic will construe the request wisely 
and intelligently, and will not use 
automobiles for other than the most 
necessary purposes. 


"The 
intention 
of the request 
ifl 
that all mere pleasure riding be elim- 
inated but that necessary . use of the 
automobile be not interfered with. 
"Just what is 'pleasure riding' and 


what is 'necessary use' must be de- 
termined by the individual; keeping 
in mind always that wo must have 
additional reserves of gasoline so that 
there may be no possibility of delays 
in overseas shipments. 


"The United States fuel administra- 


tion will not attempt to tabulate auto- 
mobile traffic on Sunday." 


"While taxicabs were not mentioned 


in the statement it was said in- 
formally the restrictions 
would 
not 


prevent taxi service 
for 
necessary 


purposes though there should be no 
hiring of cabs for pleasure riding. 


The use of pleasure automobiles on 


Labor day and other holidays does. 
not come under the restrictions, in- 
quiries disclosed. 
Officials said, how- 


ever, persons desiring to use pleasure 
cars on Labor day should look into 
their own consciences to determine 
whether they should use gasoline on 
that day.

Upon 
learning that the Triumph had 
suffi- 


cient coal to run her for 10 days, the 


German commander took one of 
the 


fishermen's lifeboats and carried guns, 
ammunition, wireless 
apparatus and 


other material 
to

trawler 
for 


equipping her as a raider. 


Meanwhile some of the fishermen, in- 


cluding Steward Geyer, 
were 
enter- 


tained on board

treated to brandy and cigarets. Geyer 
said that he talked with several of the 
German officers, among whom was the

years of age, who told that for many 
years previous to the war he was eni- 


The 
officer asked Geyer if the United States 
cruiser San Diego sank off New York, 
and upon being informed that she did, 
but that the cause was 
not known, 


stated that he did the work with a 
torpedo. This started a pandemonium 
of shouting and cheering among

them up and carried them to Canso, Ni 
fi. The next afternoon 85 fishermen,

Prohibition Measure Making 


Country Dry After June 30 


Adopted by Senate 


Passage Expected Today, Af- 


ter Which it Goes to House 
—Amendments Rejected 


WASHINGTON, 
Aug. 
30.—National 


prohibition moved a considerable step 
forward yesterday in congress. 


Without a record vote being taken 


or requested, the senate late yesterday 
adopted the leaders' compromise or 
"bone dry" prohibition, effective July 
1, 1919, and continuing during the war 
and until the 
American 
troops are 


brought home and demobilized. 


The compromise, an amendment by 


Senator Sheppard. of Texas, prohibition 
leader, to the 511,000,000 
emergency 


agricultural bill, is expected to remain 
in a measure 
under 
the 
harmony 


agreement of "wet" 
and "dry" 
fac- 


tions, although technically subject to 
another vote. 'Passage of the bill it- 
self is planned today and the measure 
will bo returned to the house which 
is expected by prohibition to accept 
the senate provision. 


Adoption of the compromise legisla- 


tion came after 
yesterday's 
debate, 


spirited between champions and oppo- 
nents of prohibition, but with many 
marks of lack of interest, including 
vacant seats both on the floor and in 
the galleries because the compromise 
was regarded as insuring approval by 
the senate.

Senator Phelan of California made a 


vigorous fight for a longer lease of 
life for the wine and beer industries. 
He offered amendments making the ef- 
fective date (or their prohibition June 
30, 1920, instead of a year previous as 
the amendment provides and also ap- 
plying the latter date to wines alone. 
Both were rejected overwhelmingly liy 
viva v.oce votes and sufficient senators 
did not support Senator Phelan's re- 
quest for a roll call.

The text 01 the amendment follows: 
"That after June 30, 1919, until the 


conclusion of the present war 
and

president of the United States, for the 
purpose of conserving the man-power 


' of the nation and to increase efficiency 


in the production of arms, munitions, 
ships, food and clothing for the army 
and navy, it shall be unlawful to sell 
for beverage 
purposes any 
distilled 


spirits and during said time no dis- 
tilled spirits held in bond shall be re- 
moved therefrom for beverage purposes 
except for export. 


"After May 1. 1919, until the con- 


clusion of the present war and there- 
after until the termination of demob- 
ilization, the date of which shall he 
determined and proclaimed by the pres- 
ident of the United States, no grains, 
cereals, fruit or other food 
products 


shall be used in the manufacture or 
production of beer, wine or other In- 
toxicating malt or vinous liquor for 
beverage purposes. 


"After Juno 30, 1919, until the con- 


clusion of the present war and there- 
after until the termination of demob- 
ilization, the date of which shall be 
determined and proclaimed 
by 
the 


president of the United States, no beer, 
wine or other intoxicating malt or 
vinous liquor shall be sold for bever- 
age purposes, except for export. 
The 


commissioner of internal revenue is 
hereby authorized and directed to pre- 
scribe rules and regulations, subject 
to the approval of the secretary of 
the treasury, in regard to the manu- 
facture and sale of distilled spirits and 
removal of distilled spirits held in bond 
after June 30, 1918, until this act shall 
cease to operate, for other than bev- 
erage purposes: also in regard to the 
manufacture, sale and distribution of 
wine for 
sacramental, 
medicinal or 


other beverage uses. 


"After the approval of this act no 


distilled malt, vinous or other intoxi- 
cating liquors shall be imported into 
the United States during the continu- 
ance of the present war and period or 
demobilization. 
, 


"Any person who violates any of 


the foregoiitg provisions shall be pun- 
ished by imprisonment not exceeding 
one year or by a fine not exceeding 
$1000 or by both such imprisonment 
and fine. 


"Provided: 
That the president of 


the United States be and hereby is au- 
thorized and empowered, at any time 
after the passage of this act, to es- 
tablish zones of such size as he may 
deem advisable about coal mines, mu- 
nition factories, 
shipbuilding 
plants 


and such other 
plants for war ma- 


terials as may seem to him to re- 
riuire such action, whenever, la Ills 
opinion, the creation of such zones is 
necessary to, and advisable in the prop- 
er prosecution of the war and that he 
is hereby authorized and empowered 
to prohibit the sale, manufacture or 
distribution of intoxicating liquors in 
such zones and that any violation of 
the president's regulations in this re- 
gard shall be punished by imprison- 
ment for not more than one year or 
by flne of not more than S1000 or by 
both such fine and imprisonment. 


. "Provided, further, that nothing in 
this act shall be construed to inter- 
fere with' the power conferred upon 
the president by section IS of the food 
control act, approved Aug. 10, 1917."

Union Called Out 400 Men 
' of Middlesex and Boston 


Line at Midnight 


Thousands of War Workers 


in 22 Towns and Cities are 


Affected by Walkout 


BOSTON, Aug. 30.—Thousands of war 


workers employed in the 22 cities and 
towns near Boston served by the Mid- 
dlesex & Boston Street Railway were 
obliged to walk today because of a 
strike of about 400 union carmen. Dur-_ 
ing the early hours the traffic on the 
lines was completely tied up but of- 
ficials said they expected to have some 
cars running before the day was over. 


The strike which began at midnight 


was the result of difficulties of several 
months' standing between the railway 
and the carmen's union. The imme- 
diate cause of the strike was the re- 
fusal of the railway heads to submit 
the issues involved to the national war 
labor board as recommended by the 
state board of conciliation and arbi- 
tratitffT. Questions of wages and work- 
ing conditions have been at issue be- 
tween the 
contending parties 
eince 


early in the year. 


The strike seriously interfered with 


war industries and business In the ck- 
ies of Waltham and Newton and in 
the towns of Watertown and Fram- 
ingham. 


The company had three cars in op- 


eration by 9 o'clock.

No attempts were made by strikers

made in Boston last evening, when the 
men's representatives 
and 
Attorney 


James H. Vahey. council for the union, 
learned that the executives of the com- 
pany refused to accept Chairman How- 
land's recommendation to allow 
the 


dispute to go to the war labor board. 


It is understood that the company 


would be willing to let the controver- 
sy go to the war labor board, if the 
men would agree to arbitrate hours 
and other conditions now in the con- 
tract, which the men refused t do. 


Chairman Howland, on failing to get 


the company to accept his suggestion, 
telegraphed to the war labor board, 
requesting the members to take juris- 
diction in the matter. 


The lines of the company meet those 


of the Boston Elevated at Lake streat, 
Newton Corner and Arlington Heights. 
Tlte cities of Newton and Walther are 
included in the company's zone of op- 
erations, which is bounded by Weston, 
!Newton. Needham. Watortown, Arling- 
ton Heights, Blllerica and Concord. 


The company, it Is understood, was 


already paying the men a bonus of 3',4 
cents an hour over their present maxi- 
mum of 40 cents an hour and in con- 
ferences since the strike vote was tak- 
en agreed to grant additional relief in 
wages in the same manner. The men 
were willing to accept this, providing 
the; company would agree to allow the 
wage question to go to the war labor 
board, if there was any dissatisfac- 
tion among the men at that time. 


The strike was originally set for a 


week ago today and was postponed to 
Wednesday of this week and again to 
last night, when it was called "by the 
executive board after the executives 
refused to accept Chairman Rowland's 
recommendation. 


In a statement issued last night 


the union leaders claim that ever since 
the union's formation;.'six years ago, 
the general manager of the road has 
tried to" break' the organization. 


"We are unable to live on the wages 


we are now receiving and have been 
unable to do so for some time," the 
statement adds.

Objects of Experiment 


The objects of the experiment were

with cottonseed meal as supplements 
to corn silage and dry roughages, and 
to determine

forms in whicn velvet beans might 
be fed in fattening cattle for market.

The cattle used in the tests were

They were divided into four lots of 10 
steers each, the lots selected so that 
they would be as nearly equal as pos- 
sible in weight, quality, and condi- 
tion.

BOSTON, Aug. 30,—Pood

trator Endicott issued a summary of 
changes In the flour substitute regu- 
lations yesterday, the flrst of which 
provides for the preparation, and mar- 
keting of a mixed flour containing 80 
per cent, wheat flour and 20 per cent 
substitutes, complying with the inter- 
national policy. 


Where straight wheat flour is sold 


by retailers. 20 per cent, of other ce- 
real flour must be sold colncldentally. 
All bakers' bread must contain 20 per 
cent, of other cereals, and the 
food 


administration relies upon the house- 
holders to mix at least 20 per cent, 
of the substitute cereals into wheat 
flour at home. 
Corn meal for use of 


corn bread should he purchased sepa- 
rately from combination saJoa. 


Must Maintain Old Price 


Whole wheat, entire wheat or graham 


flour shall contain at least 95 percent, 
of the wheat berry. All Victory mixed 
flours containing SO per 
cent, wheat 


flour and 20 per cent, substitutes may 
be sold without substitutes, but at no 
greater price from the miller, 
whole- 


saler or retail dealer than In the case 
of standard wheat flour. 


The retail dealer soiling: standard 


wheat flour is required to carry In 
stock either barley flour, corn meal or 
corn flour, and with 
every 
sale of 


wheat flour must sell a combination of 
some one or more of these In the pro- 


portion of one pound substitutes 
to 


each four pounds of wheat flour. No 
dealer may force any other substitutes 
in combination upon the consumer, and 
these substitutes must conform to the 
standards fixed by the United States 
food administration. 


Tho following" flours may also be 


sold in such combination in lieu of the 
above flours, if the consumer so de- 
mands, at the ratio of one pound to 
each four pounds of wheat flour: Kaf- 
flr flour, milo flour, feterita flour and 
meal, rlco flour, oat flour, peanut flour, 
bean flour, potato flour, sweet potato 
flour and buckwheat flour. Pure rye 
flour or meal may be sold as a substi- 
tute, but must bo sold In proportion of 
at least two pounds of rye with three 
pounds of wheat flour. 


Allofrancea Increased 


Rule One A is rescinded and Rule 


Two A now provides that wheat sub- 
stitutes for bakers remain as hereto- 
fore, with the exception of rye, whioh 
will be a substitute when used upon 
a basis of not less than 40 per cent., 
which is two pounds of rye flour to 
every three pounds of standard wheat 
flour. 
Bakers will be required to use 


one pound of substitutes to each four 
pounds of wheat flour In all bakery 
products including bread, except Class 
Three A crackers, in which only 10 
per cent, substitutes other than rye 
are required. 


The previous rules limiting millers, 


wholesalers, retailers and bakers to 30 
days' supply of flour will be changed 
to permit a 60-day supply. 
The rules 


limiting sales by retailers of wheat 
flour to an eighth of a barrel in cities 
and a Quarter of a barrel in sparsely 
settled districts are resclnded/The rule 
limiting: tho sale of flour by millers to 
wholesalers, or wholesalers to retail- 
ers In combination with substitutes or 
certificates therefor, and the rule re- 


stricting1 the sale of to 70 per cent 
previous sales are also rescinded.

Letter Writing 


The actual period of the beginning 


of letter writing is like many others 
of the familiar things of today lost In 
tho mists of time. Probably the earli- 
est historical records 
of 
epistolary 


achievements are found In the days of 
the Egyptians under the Pharaohs and 
of the Greeks, who wrote out their 
social or business communications on 
blocks of stone or wood. But for the 
first letter writer of distinction It is 
necessary to turn to the Book of Kings, 
where, in chapter 3xi, verses 5 to 10, 
wg are told how Queen Jezebel, wife 
of Ahab, wishing to compass thetdeath 
of Naboth, "wrote letters 
in 
Ahab's 


name and sealed them with his seal and 
sent the letters unto the elders and to 
the nobles that were in the city and 
that dwelt with Naboth," these digni- 
taries suggesting- a plot which ended 
in the death of Naboth by stoning. 


While letter writing in a somewhat 


crude and cumbrous form was prac- 
ticed among the ancient Greek writers, 
there are, strangely enough, no exist- 
ing examples of the epistolary corre- 
spondence of Socrates and Xenophon, 
of Plato and Pythag'oras. But of the 
correspondence between Cicero, 
the 


greatest and perhaps the most attrac- 
tive of all letter writers, and his friend 
Atticus, there are 800 examples, all of 
which, in the purity and beauty of their 
'Original form or in the many transla- 
tions, may be read by any 
one who 


visits the New York library. The only 
other extant letters of the Roman pe- 
riod are those of Pliny and Seneca, all 
prolix, heavy and unutterably tedious. 


The earliest English letter of which 


there appears .to be any historic evi- 
dence is the charming note written by 
Matilda, wife of Henry I, to Archbishop 
Anselm, in which she styles him h3r 
"worthily reverend lord," herself "the 
lowest of the handmaidens of his holi- 
ness." 
1 Four centuries later another notable 
letter 
was 
written by an English 


queen, the 
tender appeal of Anne 


Boleyn "from her doleful prison in the 


j tower" to Henry VII.

The art of letter writing is well de- 


fined by James Howoll, who held that a 
true familiar letter is the art of ex- 
pressing one's mind as if .he were dis- 
coursing of the person to whom he 
writes In succinct and strict terms. 


The Uth century, which gave little 


that js good or worthy, was at least 
remarkable In producing an aggrega- 
tion of great letter 
writers: H<jrac« 


Walpole, foremost In felicity of expres- 
sion, heading an illustrious list which 
Includes Gray, the author of the Elegy; 
Cowper, Chesterfield, Dorothy Osborno, 
Lady Mary Wortley Montague, Lady 
Rachel Russell, Dr. Johnson, Richard 
Steele, Garrlck and Swift, whose letters 
to his wife, Stelia, preserve a stately 
old world charm unhappily Impossible 
In these days. 


Other famous 18th century- letters 


are those of Jane Austen, Hannah More, 
Fanny Burney, Burns (always stilted 
and artificial, Laurence Sterne (weak 
and mawkish), Oliv'er Goldsmith and 
lastly William Cowper. 


Of the 19th century writers Charles 


Lamb, each letter carrying tho peculiar 
charm of his touch, forthily holds first 
place* in a long: line including Dickens, 
Thackeray, Sidney Smith,, Leigh Hunt, 
Macaulay, Washington Irving, 
Ralph 


Waldo Emerson, Thomas Carlyle, John 
Ruskin, Mrs. Carlyle and Edward Fitz- 
gerald. 


France has in various periods given 


us such masterpieces of correspondence 
as those of La 
Rochefoucauld. 
Mar- 


garet 
of Valois, Voltaire, Mme. 
da 


Maintenon, M'me. du Deffand, Mme. do 
Sevigne, Mme. Roland, George Sand and 
Prosper Merimee, but Germany, rich as 
she is in literature, has given us but 
few m,en ~of distinction In this llne. 
Schlller, Goethe and Humboldt alona 
contribute everything worthy of histor- 
ical preservation.—Chicago Journal.
